Because  each  of  us  is  an  individual, we  each 
need  different  stimuli  to  help  us  learn  and 
grow.  Some  individuals  are  able  to  grow 
better  in  a  structured  learning  environment  in 
which  the  goals  and  the  means  for  obtaining 
them  are  clearly  defined.  Maybe  for  some,this 
is  a  result  of  being  told  what  to  do  for  the 
first  nine  years  of  school.  Others  need  more 
freedom  to  grow. 

Newton  High  has  already  recognized  the 
need  for  different  stimuli  to  some  extent  by 
providing  a  greater  variety  of  elective  courses 
than  many  other  high  schools.  However,  two 
students  may  sign  up  for  the  same  subject  and 
end  up  in  two  classes  which  are  taught  in  very 
different  ways.  A  student  in  one  class  may  be 
able  to  learn  better  in  the  environment  of  the 
other  class.  Is  it  possible  for  not  only  the 
subject,  but  also  the  method  of  teaching,  for 
each  elective  that  is  presented  in  more  than 
one  way,  to  be  described  so  that  the  student 
can  choose? 

Many  teachers  are  working  to  make  the 
programming  system  more  flexible.  Teachers 
often  see  the  inadequacies  of  the  system 
better  than  we  think.  Some  teachers  are  very 
sensitive  to  students'  feelings  of  being 
imprisoned,  trapped,  or  powerless.  These 
teachers  don't  want  us  to  listen  to  them 
because  good  citizens  must  learn  to  respect 
authority,  but  because  we  might  find  just  one 
insight,  one  day,  that  would  help  us  see 
ourselves  a  little  more  clearly.  These  teachers 
don't  want  N.H.S.  to  be  a  dead  institution  for 
the  passing  on  of  middle  class  values  and 
worn-out  cliches,  or  a  machine  that  turns 
mixed-up  teenagers  into  the  kind  of  adults 
that  society  will  accept.  They  don't  want  to 
mold  us  to  fit  what  people  think  we  "should" 
be.

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It  was  in  the  summer.  We  were  free  and  easy  spirits.  Pressure  was  not  a 
known  experience.  It  belonged  to  another  season,  another  mood.  Our  minds 
laughed  and  our  feet  giggled  as  we  challenged  each  other,  trying  to  skip 
down  the  brook  as  far  as  we  dared  go,  jumping  from  stepping  stone  to 
stepping  stone.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  mention  that  the  distance  between  the 
stones  kept  getting  greater  and  that  their  foundations  decreased  in  stability 
as  we  proceeded.  I  may  be  a  girl,  but  I'm  not  acknowledging  any  inferior 
dexterity.  Then  we  came  to  a  large  break  in  the  chain  of  stepping  stones.  The 
only  accessible  footing  was  a  wobbly  clump  of  roots.  May  I  emphasize  the 
word  wobbly?  I  doubted  it  could  have  supported  a  fat  butterfly.  My  friend 
nimbly  jumped  to  it,  turned,  and  waited  for  me  to  jump.  That  was  the  last 
thing  I  wanted  to  do.  Being  a  little  on  the  clumsy  side,  and  lacking  all 
self-confidence,  I  knew  I'd  end  up  in  the  brook.  I  hate  being  embarressed 
and  I  didn't  relish  looking  like  a  fool  draped  in  river  weeds.  I  was  NOT  going 
to  proceed. 

Then  I  looked  at  my  friend  with  outstretched  arms,  ready  to  help.  I  knew 
that  once  we  got  past  that  spot  we'd  be  able  to  go  on  for  a  long  while  down 
the  brook.  But  it  wasn't  the  intrigue  of  new  possibilities  that  finally 
persuaded  me  to  try  it.  It  was  the  knowledge  that  my  friend  wasn't  going  to 
laugh  at  me  or  mock  me  if  I  landed  in  the  water.  I  had  no  reason  to  fear 
failure.  I  knew  this  because  my  friend  cared  about  me.  He  had  made  it 
across,  and  he  believed  that  I  could  too.  So,  amid  cries  of  encouragement,  I 
took  my  death-defying  leap.  I  made  it.  There  was  a  feeling  of  relief  and 
accomplishment,  even  at  so  small  a  feat.  I  was  really  glad  I'd  tried,  though  I 
know  I  never  would  have  if  it  had  only  been  up  to  me.  And  we  continued. 

It  wasn't  until  a  while  after  that  I  saw  what  that  small  instance  had  in  it: 
the  essence  of  why  and  how  people  learn.  We  learn  things  every  day  from 
friends  and  the  world  around  us.  We  are  curious  beings,  so  this  desire  to  find 
out  is  not  easily  stifled  or  lost,  except  when  we  fear  failure.  Embarrassment 
and  self-consciousness  inhibits  all  of  us  from  doing  things.  So  when  failing 
means  looking  silly  or  playing  the  role  of  "fool,"  we  stay  clear  of  any  chance 
of  failure.  Once  a  teacher  rejects  our  contribution  to  a  class  discussion,  we 
hesitate  to  raise  our  hand  again.  It  is  WE  who  are  wrong,  as  people,  not  our 
answer. 

But  when  doesn't  failure  imply  stupidity  and  a  wrong  response  suggest 
inability?  It  doesn't  when  we  know  that  we're  going  to  be  respected  and 
accepted  in  spite  of,  and  sometimes  because  of  our  mistakes.  This  assurance 
is  only  possible  when  we  know  that  we  are  cared  for,  when  we  know  and 
respect  the  person  who  wants  to  let  us  in  on  some  of  the  truth  he's  found  for 
himself.  The  way  people  learn  is  through  trusting  someone  else's  ideas 
enough  to  try.  (I  had  no  personal  desire  to  jump  to  that  root,  but  someone  I 
loved  and  trusted  had  tried  it,  and  found  some  worth  in  it.)  When  someone 
you  care  for,  and  share  feelings  of  trust  and  respect  with,  shows  you 
something  you  might  benefit  from,  you  are  willing  to  try  because  you  are 
not  afraid  of  failing.  You're  not  afraid  that  he'll  laugh  at  you.  People  learn 
because  of  a  natural  desire,  through  the  aid  and  encouragement  of  someone 
they  know  well  enough  to  respect. 

We  at  N.H.S.  are  prohibited  from  experiencing  this  pure  way  of  learning 
much  of  the  time.  The  classes  are  so  large  and  impersonal  that  there  is  little 
chance  for  most  of  us  to  get  to  know  teachers  or  classmates.  If  you  don't 
know  your  teacher,  how  can  you  trust  and  respect  him?  If  you  don't  respect 
him,  why  should  you  risk  failure  by  trying  something  new?  Learning  stops.  .  . 

Why  can't  N.H.S.  be  a  collection  of  smaller  communities,  each  with  its 
own  teachers,  students  and  rooms?  N.H.S.  could  then  give  us  more  of  a 
chance  to  open  our  eyes,  to  really  see  what  others  are,  and  understand  why. 

We  have  enough  faculty  and  students  who  care.  Is  it  just  that  we  have 
gone  so  long  in  a  tight  cold  world,  that  we  just  aren't  willing  to  make  the 
jump  to  that  shaky  and  untested  clump  of  roots?

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STUDENT 
SENATE 


The  Student  Senate  grew  from  the  need  for  equal  and 
effective  representation  of  Newton  High  students. 

When  the  C.S.P.E.  (Committee  for  Student 
Participation  in  Education)  was  born,  early  in  the  fall  of 
'68,  students  were  concerned  that  there  was  no  channel 
through  which  meaningful  and  responsible  change  could 
come  about,  where  students  could  take  an  active  part  in 
their  own  education. 

The  Student  Council  was  concerned  with  bake  sales 
and  dances,   the  Class  Committee  with  class  projects. 


They  were  not  really  representative  of  the  diverse 
groups  in  the  student  body.  They  were,  for  the  most 
part,  ineffective,  always  combatting  the  general 
disinterest  in  student  government  projects. 

Maybe  if  there  were  a  council  whose  purpose  was  to 
solve  the  problems  of  students,  a  council  concerned 
with  curriculum  review,  dress  code,  exchange  programs 
with  the  Technical  School,  etc.,  a  council  with  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  condition  of  the  school,  progress  would 
be  made. 
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Through  the  winter  and  into  the  spring,  Barry 
Sheingold  ('70)  and  Alex  Quinn  (71),  leaders  of  the 
C.S.P.E.  and  the  Colloquium,  with  Stuart  Goldman, 
Vice  President  of  the  Student  Council  ('69)  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  Administration,  Faculty  Senate  and 
Class  t  Committees,  worked  to  create  the  STUDENT 
SENATE.  A  decision  was  made  to  abolish  the  Student 
Council  but  retain  the  Class  Committees  as  organizers  of 
social  activities.  While  representatives  to  the  Junior  and 
Senior  Class  Committees  were  elected  in  the 
homerooms,  the  Senate  representatives  were  to  be 
elected  in  their  English  classes,  providing  a  greater 
cross-section  of  people  and  ideas,  to  try  to  insure  that 
everyone  would  be  well-spoken  for.  Representatives 
were  to  be  elected  in  the  fall,  and  the  officers  for  both 
bodies  in  the  spring. 

A  forum  was  held  by  the  C.S.P.E.  and  the  retiring 
Student  Council  in  an  effort  to  confront  candidates 
with  issues,  to  elect  candidates  not  for  their  names  and 
smiling  faces  but  for  their  ideas  and  potential  as  leaders. 
The  primary  and  final  elections  were  colored  by  all  sorts 
of  campaign  paraphernalia  and  some  serious  debate. 
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The  Senate  helped  sponsor  the  October  15  Moratorium  activities, 
elected  a  member  to  a  committee  which  chose  a  new  assistant  principal,  and 
aided  in  the  abolition  of  the  dress  code.  Recently  there  has  been  criticism  of 
the  Senate's  "ineffectuality",  as  expressed  in  the  Newtonite:  "Much  of  the 
Senate's  inability  to  act  on  an  issue  stems  from  confusion  over  the 
unanswered  question  raised  often  during  discussion:  'How  much  power  does 
the  Senate  have?'  Nowhere  is  this  really  defined." 

"Senate  Officers  have  had  to  accept  the  fact  that  fifty  percent  of  the 
Senators  aren't  going  to  show  up  and  that,  of  those  that  attend  meetings  and 
work  on  committees,  the  overwhelming  majority  will  be  curriculum  one 
students.  This  imbalance  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Senate  structure,  or  even 
Newton  High  School.  To  achieve  a  'representative  body'  at  NHS,  changes 
would  have  to  be  made  at  the  Junior  High  and  elementary,  and  probably  the 
pre-school  levels." 

The  criticism  is  natural  and  mostly  justified.  A  newly  formed 
organization  of  student  government  such  as  the  Senate  will  undoubtedly 
grow,  change,  and  improve  under  criticism  such  as  this.  But  let  us  not  fail  to 
encourage  the  fresh  new  ideas,  ambition,  spirit,  and  hard  work  that  have 
formed  the  Senate,  and  will  hopefully  continue  to  support  it.

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As  far  as  we  can  gather,  the  rather  unique  "house  system"  at  N.H.S.  was 
put  into  effect  for  the  combined  purpose  of  organization  and  identification. 
In  a  school  as  large  as  ours,  it  is  easy  enough  to  become  misplaced,  confused, 
and  disenchanted  due  to  a  serious  lack  of  individual  attention.  The  house 
system  attempts  to  include  each  student  in  a  smaller,  more  comprehensive 
circle  of  acquaintances,  faculty  and  peers  alike. 

Each  house  was  to  provide  for  its  students,  a  single  housemaster,  several 
house  counselors,  a  homeroom,  and  a  "house  committee"  whose  job  it 
would  be  to  organize  certain  events  for  eligible  members  of  that  house.  Of 
course  it  would  be  impossible  to  restrict  the  classes  of  a  given  student  to  one 
house,  simply  because  not  every  house  can  offer  the  facilities  of  a  science 
department,  an  artroom,  a  workshop,  or  a  gymnasium.  So  the  previously 
sheltered  "house  member"  is  sent  out  on  his  own  to  face  the  monstrous 
whole  of  N.H.S. ,  alone. 

Most  houses,  still  competing  with  our  ever-growing  population,  continue 
in  the  attempt  to  contain  as  many  of  their  sophomores  as  possible  within  a 
single  house.  This  effort  tends  to  fade  out  by  the  time  one  becomes  a  senior, 
either  because  one's  more  developed  and  further  reaching  interests  sent  him 
on  his  own  to  various  parts  of  the  school,  or  one's  overseers  figure  that  if  a 
student  hasn't  "identified"  by  now,  he's  a  lost  cause.

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The  house  system  has  given  rise  to  some  interesting  developments.  The 
controversial  matter  of  "house  discipline"  vs.  "school  discipline"  has  given 
way,  and  obliged  the  house  to  call  the  rules  as  it  sees  them,  within  reason.

And  in  an  attempt  to 
renew  its  original  purpose  Barry  House  has  established  the  new  "Barry  House 
Project"  which  will  entirely  contain  its  sophomores  within  its  limits  the 
second  half  of  each  school  day. 

Opinions  vary  as  to  whether  the  house  system  fulfills  its  purpose,  what  is 
wrong,  and  what  could  be  changed.  But  it's  gradually  evolving  to  fit  the 
needs  of  the  students.

What  is  needed  perhaps  is  a  smaller  community,  one  which  gives  the 
student  a  base  to  identify  with.  As  he  grows  in  confidence  and  security  he 
will  naturally  branch  out,  investigate  his  opportunities.  This  is  the  aim  or  the

freely-structured  classes,  where  student  teaches  student  and  the  learning  is  an 
outcome  of  questioning,  conversing,  and  getting  to  know  and  trust  one 
another.  For  this  purpose,  Barry  House  sophomores  each  have  at  least 
three- fifths  of  their  classes  scheduled  in  their  house. 

The  House  System  never  "failed,"  it  was  just  never  completed.  More  was 
needed  than  the  decentralization  of  authority.  Slowly,  the  houses  have 
begun  to  explore  their  capacities,  seek  out,  and  provide  what  is  needed. 
Stagnation  is  an  unhealthy  state,  and  nothing  which  does  not  grow  and 
change  can  stay  alive.

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It's  hard  to  express  the  loneliness  of  being  a  Newton  High  School  soccer  fan.  You  stand  and  watch  the  fast 
action-filled  game.  The  great  skill  and  agility  in  handling  the  ball  amazes  you.  Then  you  let  out  a  shout  as  Newton 
scores  a  goal,  and  the  echo  of  your  voice  rings  throughout  Silver  Lake. 

But  there  is  companionship  when  you  go  to  Hawthorne  Field  for  a  soccer  game.  There  are  the  neighborhood  dogs, 
and  at  least  one  referee  stands  within  fifty  yards  of  you.  In  fact,  crowds  have  reached  such  proportions,  due  to  the 
championship  team,  that  instead  of  bleachers,  there  are  now  fire  hydrants. 

Hustle  and  talent  are  all  a  coach  could  ever  ask  for.  This  is  exactly  what  Coach  Gordon  Elliot  received  from  his 
1969  team.  The  team  out-ran,  out-shot,  and  usually  out-scored  their  opponents.  Yet,  due  to  occasional  lapses  and 
unlucky  plays,  the  Tigers  sometimes  lost.  But  they  were  superior  to  every  team  they  faced  throughout  the  season  and 
into  the  state  tournament. 
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The  front  five,  including  three  who  brough  their  soccer  skills  from 
foreign  countries,  Emilio  Mazzola,  Tim  Tsochantaridis,  and  Abe  Oros,  along 
with  Bob  Doyle  and  Paul  Aronian,  were  tremendous  ball  controllers.  Using 
their  great  variety  of  tricks.  Emilio,  Tim  and  Abe  were  able  to  bring  the  ball 
up-field  and  either  shoot  it  or  give  it  off  to  the  powerful  kicks  of  Doyle  and 
Aronian. 

The  halfbacks  constantly  kept  the  ball  in  their  opponent's  end  of  the 
field,  providing  opportunities  for  the  front  line  to  score.  When  the  enemy 
did  manage  to  penetrate  the  lines,  they  were  always  met  with  tough 
opposition  from  the  halfbacks:  Tom  Donovan,  Dave  Goodman,  and  Mark 
Volk.

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This  season,  the  Boys'  Basketball  Team  started  off  with  two  new 
coaches:  Mr.  Jerry  Phillips  from  Warren  Jr.  High,  who  assisted  Mr. 
Fortune  last  year,  and  Mr.  Michael  (Izzub)  Buzzi  who  in  the  past  has 
coached  Junior  Varsity. 

Having  two  new  coaches  served  as  incentive  for  the  boys,  especially 
those  who  have  played  on  Varsity  for  the  past  two  years.  The  team  has  a 
season's  record  of  10  wins  and  8  losses.  This  was  an  improvement  over  last 
year's  record  of  4  wins  14  losses.

Individual  involvement  has  been  varied  in  response  to  the  many   current 
issues.    Newton  High  School  has  provided  students  with  a  central  location 
where  they  can  articulate  their  ideas  and  hopefully  pursue  them  in  a  freer 
atmosphere,  that  is  not  always  found  in  a  classroom.    From  the  usual  group 
that  wears  out  the  Junior  College  lawn,  to  those  who  pursue  a  different  kind 
of  education  through  independent  research,  this  idea  of  moving  out  to  where 
things  are  happening  is  being  explored  more  fully  than  ever  before. 

The  events,  or  non-events,  documented  in  this  supplement  range  from  the 
very  personal  to  those  that  may  have  shaken  people  all  over  the  world:  the  only 
criterion  was  that  they  hold  meaning  for  students  here,  who  will  read  this  and, 
hopefully,  be  able  to  call  some  of  these  events  their  own. 


"Should  we  elevate  some  people  above  others  at  a  time  when  we  desperately  need  to 
find  a  common  level  on  which  to  establish  communication  and  work  toward  understand- 
ing?

creating  the  play  Pygmalion  together  from  the  tryouts  to  the  frantic  rehearsals 
to  the  opening  night,  and  best  of  all  we  realized  we  had  a  magnificent  time 
doing  it. 
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In  spite  of  all  the  emphasis  on  destruction  and 
deterioration,  I  still  believe  in  the  continuous  re- 
newal of  life,  of  beauty,  and  of  the  need  to  cele- 
brate all  that  is  joyous.  We  have  to  find  a  way 
that  leads  out  of  this,  and  then  shall  we  be  truly 
born.
